to information recently received. The 
new school, which will gel under 
way with the opening of the fall 
semester of 1928, was made possible 
by a recent gift of $1,000,000 from 
the Supreme Council of Scottish Rite 
Masons of the Southern Jurisdiction. 

Established as a memorial to 
“George Washington, the Mason," 
the school already has had numerous 
inquiries concerning the courses from 
all oVer the country. 

It is understood that the erection 
of buildings to accommodate the new 
school will not be undertaken im- 
mediately. University officials antici- 
pate that flew construction will be 
necessitated et an early date. 

To Study -Types of Work 

The school is designed to give stu- 
dents “a better idea about govern- 
ment administration, either Federal. 
State or local, and inculcate In them 
a broader conception of the duties 
and obligations of citizenship.’’ The 
classes in local administration will 
make a study of the different types 
of city administration ajid the prob- 
lems presented in public health and 
social science, the announcement 
said*. 

v”In Federal service, economics, 
cotnmerce, political science and con- 
stitutional law will be stressed in 
foreign service, modern language, ex- 
port and import trade, international 
law and International finance,’’ the 
announcement pointed out. 

The school's first year will include 
English'- Rhetoric, political science, 
biological science, modern language; 
the second year will embrace English 
history, economics, physical science 
( mathematics and statistics in- 
cluded). geography; the third year 
course will oomprise modern Europ- 
ean history, 'political science, philos- 
ophy, economics, while the fourth 
year will require international law 
or international relations, constitu- 
tional law r , American legislatures, 
political theory, municipal govern 
ment, sociology and American his- 
tory. A certain number of electives 
will be required each. year. 

Foreign. Service/ Course 

“The foreign service course, the 
purpose of which is tb impart to stu- 
dents a preparation (!hat will enable 
them to ,enter and meet advantage- 
ously the Beyere competition in the 
import and .export businesses of the 
United State*?, as well as to give them 
a better opportunity of Becurjhg posi- 
tions in -the diplomatic and cpnsular 
service in the Department of State 
and foreign trade service of the De- 
partment\of Commerce and the other 
department*, will also include four 
years’ work.” the announcement said. ■ 

In the first year of that course 
there will be given English, modern 
language, modern European history. ! 
political science: the second year will 
embrace economics, modern lan- 1 
guage, diplomatic history of the | 
United States, European govern- 
ments, Latin American history or I 
government; the third year, commer- ! 
cial and maritime law, industrial and ! 
commercial geography, money and J 
banking, international finance, Eng- | 
lish composition; the fourth year, | 
international law, principles of ocean 
transportation, history of commerce, 
history of modern colonization and 
statistics. 

“In making possible a School of 
Government at George Washington 
University,” the announcement said, 
"the 8upreme Council has opened up 
a new field, one rich in resources and 
little cultivated. 

"No doubt, young men and wo- 
men will be quick to seize this op- 
portunity to prepare themselves for ; 
work which offers so many possibiU- j 
ties for useful service to the nation • 
and success to the individual,’* the ! 
annbuncement declared. "The Ini- t r 
tlal step taken by the Supreme Coun- 
cil Is bu£« beginning, and it Is much 
desired that other organizations and 
individuals will do all In their power, 
give their moral and financial sup- 
port to this project, that it might 
quickly attain its destined place of 
unsurpassed value to our country.” .

The reduction by the 
House Committee of the Administra- 
tion’s warship construction program 
is looked upon by some as a victory 
for the ‘peace sentiment’ of the 
country.

lllsr Revolving at Terrifflr Rate May 
Prove Invaluable Aid to 
Science 

NEW HAVEN. Conn. (lly._ As a 
result of an experiment being con- 
ducted at the Sloane Physics Labora- 
tory, it may be poaBlble to have 
cameras which will take photographs 
with exposures of a billionth of a 
second, according to the Yale Dally 
News. 

The experiment Is being conducted 
by Warren G. Carman, a student In 
the Graduate School, with the co- 
operation of Professor Earnest O 
Lawrence, and J. W. Beams or the 
Physics Department of Yale. 

Already a revolving dlBc has been 
devised which can attain a speed of 
360,000 revolutions per minute, the 
greatest velocity ever attained. This 
disc, which has been replaced by a 
mirror in other demonstrations of 
this test. Is being used in a study of 
extremely short flashes of light. The 
men working on this experiment sug- 
gest that the application' of this prln 
ciple to photography may make pos 
sible the building of a high-speed 
shutter than can register on a photo- 
graphic film such rapid motions as 
those occurring In atomic processes. 
Such an Invention would be an In- 
valuable contribution to science. 

Although mirrors have been util- 
ized In conducting this experiment, 
this test Is being worked with a brass, 
cone-shaped disc, which Is placed In 
a perforated brass cup. The brass 
disc is lifted entirely free of the cup 
and whirls suspended In space by 
the force of the escaping air. The 
disc has ridges cut at equal distances 
along the side, and the air 1s applied 
equally through holes In (he disc 
causing the disc to rotate. 

The remarkable fact about the ex- 
periment thus far Is the terrific ve- 
locity developed by the whirling ob 
ieet. When it Is considered that a 
steam turbine only turns up 30,000 
revolutions a minute, this new speed 
of 300.000 r. p. m. seems the more 
astounding. According to the sclen

A close study of fundamental eco- 
nomic problems in the light of a thor- 
ough understanding of the law was the 
plea of Moultrie Hitt, Vice President 
of- the General Alumni Association of 
George WasVington University in an 
address on the question, "Less Governf 
ment In Business?” given at the Feb 
ruary Alumni Luncheon, held Satur- 
day at the Hotel Lafayette. 

"We are confronted by the fact that 
whether We like it ‘or not there is a 
steady prdJectlon of government Into 
business,” declared Mr. Hitt, “and 
though there will be recessions from 
time to time, the inevitable result of 
an Increasing density of population 
and complexity of civilization will be 
more and mote government in busi- 
ness. The real problem Ls for the exer- 
cise of wise statesmanship to control 
that growing Interference in a manner 
which will preserve as far as possible 
our characteristic Institutions and be i 
least harmful to our liberties and indi- 
vidtiuJ rflevelopment.” 

Question Pertinent to G. W. 

The question is particularly perti- 
nent to those interested in George 
Washington University, stated Mr. 
Hitt, because of the recent gift by the 
Masons to establish a School of Gov- 
ernment here. Mr. Hitt cited the many, 
problems which have, arisen out of the 
interference of government in busi- 
ness as emphasizing the real need and 
unbounded future for such a school. 

"I believe that our School of Gov- 
ernment ought to be closely associated 
with the Law School,” said Mr. Hitt. 
"After all history does repeat Itself, 
and the best way to Judge the future 
by the past Is through, a thorough 
study of the la^v." \ 

Mr. Hitt, a graduate of the George 
Washington University Law School, is 
senior member of the firm, Hitt and 
Miller, which is compdsed entirely of 
George Washington Law School gradu- 
ates.

A new and highly interesting con- 
ception of present-day Germany was 
gained from a lecture given by Mr. 
John George Bucher of the Bureau 
of Commercial Economics, in the As- 
sembly Room, of Corcoran Hall, on 
Friday evening. February 24. 

A large number of magnificent, 
colored stereoptlcon views. Inter- 
spersed with motion pictures, illus- 
trating the lecture, served to hold the 
audience fascinated. 

Mr. Bucher, who has made five 
trips to Germany since 1919, ex- 
plained the relative conditions of that 
country upon the occasion of his first 
visit and his last trip In 1927. 

In 1919, Germany, though not 
laid waste as was France, was suf- 
fering heavily from extreme poverty. 
His story of paying 42,000,00 marks 
for one night’s lodging in a hotel 
brought gasps of amazement from 
his hearers followed by hearty 
laughter upon revelation of the fact 
that this prodigious sum represented 
three dollars in “real money.” 
Thirty-four printing plants were kept 
busy turning out paper marks and 
the printers complained they could 
hardly get enough money made in a 
day to pay themselves. 

Germany Recoups Losses 

Germany, now a republic, with 
von Hindenburg, former Chief of 
Staff of the German Army, ; as Presi- 
dent, is rapidly recouping the losses 
incident to the World War. Food Is 
reasonable, hotel service Is good, and 
the German people treat Americans 
and other visitors with genuine hos- 
pitality. 

The pictorial presentlon of scenes 
from the cities of Bremen, Hanover, 
Berlin, Baden-Baden, and Munich, 
revealed massive city halls, Imposing 1 
cathedrals, and other examples of an 1 
architecture thoroughly exotic to 
American eyes but delightfully beau- 
tiful. a beauty enhanced by the en- 
trancing antiquity of the structures.

Wireless Phone Communication Es- 
tablishes! With fetation in Arctic 
Circle on Short Wave 

ANN ARBOR. Mich. (IP).— Radio 
phone communication between Man- 
chester, Conn., and the University of 
Michigan weather station in south- 
west Greenland, bn Mt. Evans, was 
established last Sunday evening, ac- 
cording to the Michigan Daily, which 
reports that this is thb first time the 
radiophone has penetrated the arctic 
circle. 

This successful experiment was 
conducted at the home of John L. 
Relnartz, inventor of the Relnartz 
receiving circuit, former radio opera- 
tor for McMillan on the Bowdoln, 
and designer of the sot which is be- 
ing used at the Mt. Evans station. 

To bridge the 3,600 miles between 
Manchester and Mt. Evans. Relnartz 
used a radiophone transmitter of his 
own construction, broadcasting on a 
14-meter wave length.
